brick maker by trade~--and tha foreman’ when I was about four years old! 
we moved to a town by the name of Broxhome, Lincolnshire. While moving 
to Brozhome while traveling up the river to Saxelby I fell into the river 
gna would have been drowned if ny sister lizabeth had not been there ang. 
pulled me out of the water. ve urrived safe at our new home at Br ozh ome o 

Abost this time I had 5 severe gicknesa. While I was sick the Chi 
Church Nintster was very xind to me. wo wus the Minister of the Church 
of England and a Linister of the Church of Christ. I went to the 
Sunday Sohool where the ainister ir. Otter Youst*Preachad , this was 
the firat Sunday School I had ever attendod. I also went to a day 
school end this wee the first day school I ever went to. We lived at 
Broxhowe about four years. The clay givinn out 4n the brick yard 
for which my father was foreman. 

We moved to Lincoln so ny Zathor gould work at another brickeyard. 
He was algo foreman at the brick yard at Lincoln. when I was nine years 
old I had to work to carry bricks for the 3rick-laker, the woulder that 
I carried the brivcxs for, it was my brother George. He was to wake 
three thousand a day, it wes hard to carry 3000 bricks por day one at 
a times ‘hile living there I had another sick spell. io lived at 
Lincoln about eizht yesers--1 attended tho Baptist Church and Sunday . 
Sghoole John Ward was the Deacon snd the Male teacher of the 3. Sshool. 

shile living at Lincoln I heard un Elder of the Churoh of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints nroech, his nano was Joseph E. Taylor 
now one of thelesding men of Splt Lake City--an undertaker. 

Then the Baptist Sunday Sghool closed abont half past threee'Glock- 
L used to go to the Saints vMeeting for I liked so much to go to their, 
meetinra. Ly Father Mother and my brother Thonas (becane Patriarch. of 


agateh County) also my bpother John of{ Provo) and my sister wary joine 


ed the Churoh of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints. 
after living at Lincoln about elght yeurs my Father and 
fanily moved to Gringley on the hili(I should have said about È mile 
fron Gringley). Ye lived ut Gringley about three yesrsə Sy Pather 
sne foreman of the Gringley Brick Yard. ‘While living at Gringloy 
I joined the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Sainta. 1 was 
vaeptiaced by John Be Kilner algo eonfirsed by him the sane night. 
after living ut Gringley about threo yours my Pather hed his 

house-nold goods sola and prepared to cone to waerica. I had a 
brother and sister in America, they hed cane eight years before we 
left for America. we received a telegran fron Liverpool to bo there 
on a certain day to prepure to gail. iiy Father and bother ware visite 
ing some of their friends. We had to telegraph baak to Liverpool Ti 
to let them know whether we could go or not. We telegraphed buck and \ 
told them?Yes!* Brother Thomas wrote three letters to different places \. 
to eather and Mother hoping one of the lotters would ronoh thom» one \ 
of the letters did reach then but it was to late for thea to reach the p 
shic before it atarted out of the dook. ‘when we started out of the 
dock we folt sorry that Father and oher was not with us. The ship 
Cld England moved out to sea and then cast anchor. ‘The afternoon was 
nigh gone when we saw 6 dark speok on the water, We watched it ss it 
came toward the ship. after awhile we saw it was a small boat and 
to our joy we Baw Father and “other in ite ‘The small boat soon A 
came on broad Fide of the shin and ¥utner and iiother soon got on : 
board the shi We sat eall next cornings being tugged out further — E

The first day the tug boat left us the sea was very smooth but 
it Gia not stay smooth for very long. Before the sea became rough 
we were very happy thinking we would soon be in dion. If I remember 
right there was about forty Saints on board. There was also some 
Gentiles, or I sould say, those that aid not believe in the Gospel of 
Christ as the Latter Day Saints aid. While crossing the sea we 88W & 
great many fish, names of a few of them was the pospers pig, the 
dolphin and the flying fish,the shark and many others. We were, sailing 
to New Orleans. ‘fe sailed by the"hole in the wall”. At one time 
we were sailing nicely fto all appearances but night was approaching 
and the Captain gave orders that the shin be turned around and go into 
the open sea. Next morning when daylight did appear we 88W & ship 
quite a long way off, the Captain said she was on ground. There 
was a great many little mountains or rocks sticking above the surface 
of the water. They called them Little isostasi's,it was a dangerous 
place for a ship to be . I remember cne night when there was A storm 
either a big wave or something else struck the ship,which made the 
tne ship shake from one end to the other. Some of the passengers 
jumped out of their berths or beds but I stayed in my bunk and âi not 
get up, but one man by the name of Davig jumped out of bed ,gathered 
his clothes the beat he could and wanted to know where the life boat was. 
Through all the storms that we had to go through the Lord brought 


uw safe to Hew Orleans. It took us 53 days from the time we left 


Liverpool until we landed in New Orleans. 

We stayed at New Orleans a few days and then took passage on B 
steamboat to go up the Wississippi River. We traveled up the river 
till within a few miles of Saint Louis and then we were quarantined 
on the ieland with the rest of the Saints. We stayed there a few 
daya and then we were taken to St. Louis. There we met my sister 
Elizabeth(Rasband) . She had been in america sbout eight years. 

We went with her to her home in the country, a little way from 
Quincy,Il1. We stayed there & short timeand then moved to Burlington 


lows where my brother George lived, he aloo came to america about 
eight yeare ago at the time my sister Elizabeth came. We Lived at 
Burlington over a year. Some time while living there I worked in 

u Brick-yard and some of the time in a foundry. 

While living there my Father was taken very siok,but through ~ 
tne blessings of the Lord he was healed. My Father was ordained an 
Eider in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints while living 
at Burlington. I was ordained a Teacher in the same church. 


In the Spring of 1854 we leftyCouncil Bluffs, there was nO sé 
emigration from there to Sait Lake City that yesr, so we were coungsled 
to stay at Council Bluffs. We aid so. and in the Spring of 1856 we star: 
ted to go to Salt Lake City. <A distance of 1030 miles over the 
plains and the fountains. The Company we crossed the plains had about 
40 Or 50 wagons. ‘The namo of the Company was Phylean Herrial and 
he was the Captain. 
We had not traveled very far on the plains before there. was 
a stampede with the cattle. Phat detained our company for about four 
days. We lost two cows which we never saw again. Also the Company 
lostisome oxen which they never found. After hunting two or three 
days the Company moved on. We traveled on the North side of the 
Platte River and never crossed the Platte River once. One person 
in the Company died during the crossing. | 
There were hundreds of buffalo to be seen then for the railroad 
was not being built at this time. When I crossed the plains-~-that 
was in the yeas 1856~----things have changed since then. 
It took seven weeks to cross the plains--but now they can 
cross in a few days. Quite a sontrast---1f I was to cross the plains 
now it would be a miracle to see even one puffalor--the year is now 
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When within loo miles of Salt Lake City I was taken sick with Mountain ` 
evér and was sick about ten weeks. Theroads were very rough through 
the mountains. It took careful driving eo that we did not break our wagons - 
We drove through Ecko Canyon and down the Canyon following the Weber 
River for about one mile then south west across the hills. 

We orossed Canyon Creek 13 or 14 timee and then came to the big 
mountain. ‘$e traveled up the big mountain when wo started to go down we 
head to have the wheels locked, for ot was very steep to go down. When ' 
we had gone a little way down one of the company had his wagon broken. 
We traveled down the canyon until we came to the foot of Little Hountain 
and cawped for the night. The next morning we yodked up the oxen and 
nitched onto the wagon,but we hed to double up going up the Mountain as 
it was very steep. te had to double teama to get the wagons to the topo 
We had to put four yoke of oxen on,that is to say, where it had only 
taken two yoke of oxen to pull each wagon. When we got to the ton we 
could look down into the valley below. When we were ready to sturt 
down the mountain we had to loci the wagon wheels to got down safely. 
We then commenced to go down Znigration Canyon. Getting to the mouth of 
the Canyon to our joy we could see tho great valley of Salt Lake and a 
few nore hours brought us to the city of the Baints.

the hand Gert company Grossed the plains. “Roy had a very hard tine it 
being late when they sturted fron Florence,licbraska, this being the city 
the enirgrations atarted from this season, so that nade the hand cert comp 
pany very late getting into Salt Lake. 

Wo stayed at Salt Lake City a little while and then uoved to 
Provo Sity, and stayed souetine with John Ba Wilner(missionsry in England) 
th man that baptised me in Old Englands When we got to ?rovo wheat and 
flour was very soarce. It was so sorprce it was hard work to get iteven 
with money. What made it so scarce was the grasshoppers had eaten most of 
the Saints crops. We sowed some wheat the noxt Spring but the grass- 
hoppers: ate most of it. 
asp I said before I was taken sick before we got to Salt Lake City, 

I was taken sick then we were at Fort Bridger or soon after we crossed the 
Green River. I was sick lo weeks. My mother died in about one year after 
we came into the Provo City and was buried in the Provo City Cemetary. 
Tnree of my sister's got married at Provo City. Mary to John Crook. 
Emylia({Emily) to James Carlisle,Kesla to Charles Ho Carroll. I remanied 
single until the year Jan. 19,1859~~-I then married a young women that 
crossed the plains in the handcart company. She helped pull a handcart 
crosg the plains. When she got to Utah ghe walked rather orooked for a 
little while after she got to Jion. Her nama was Mary Ann Moulton. She 


was the daughter of Thomas and Sarah Moulton, they emigrated from England. 
Tney were faithful Latter Day Saints to the day of their deaths. 

I was married Ja. 19, 1859 and in the yeurl860 our first son was born 
nile living at Provo I was calle! to bo n blook teuchor, while at 
Provo I was ordained to the office of a seventy, it was the 52nd quorum 
of Seventys. 

While living st Provo City there wag a valloy north east o? Provo 
valled Provo River Valley. The Provo River running through the valley. 
Tuis. valley was settled in the year 1859. A great many of the first 
settlers oane from Provo. About that fine thoy commenced to build 
u road through the Canyon. When the road was nade Johnson's army 
was called from Utah and they left camp Floyd and went through Provo Canyon 
and through Provo Valley. I helped to make the canyon road. ‘he 
people of Provo made the road in the canyon to the Southe Fork, the 
people of Yasatch Co. made the road down the canyon to Southd Fork. 


f aden 
a FA liveä at Provo for four years then went to live in Provo Valley in 
- £p@ Pall of 1860. I moved wy wife ànd son up to the valley. I lived 
the north aide of the Fort. The reason we had to build in the fort 
‘wes to defend ourselvea from the Indians--in about two long years I 
woved my log house to a ality lot. 

A few years later the Indians becana very troublesoie~d and the people 
bad to move into Heber. The Indians used to stenl our horees and cubtle, 
we had to gaurd thea day and night. I have boan guard as lonz a9 a week 
at a time. We had our sen aot as plekets in the mountains as woll as our 
men gaurdin in the ofity--and during all this tine the Indiana would 
oare into tho olty and ateal our precious cattle und horses. I 
yemember then coming to tho edee of town and taking sono cattle from Broe .;.: 
Himdley's corrall. They took them all except one and the only Treason they 
left that one it had a Pert one I romewber they cane into town to steal 
and they did go but two or three of then were caught and the Indians 
were made prisoners and then we had the task of Guarding them. we sent 
one of the Indisns with the brethern efter tho Indians that had taxen 
tu® animals,xnowing that the Indians ve sent with the bzethern knew which 
way they had gone. They followed their tracks to the mountains south of 
the settlement, when they could not find their treokes they sade the 
Indien help them . when they got to the top of the mountein they 
followed down a ridge to the river end then crossed the river, then 
purgued their journey weet over the mountains until the arrived at Amo 
Fork Canyon following the Indian trail all of the wayo “hen they got 
through Am. Fork canyon they etill continmd rest through Cteh County 
until they came to the Jordon River bridge. Then egain vith their Indian 
prisoner they headed home having caught the Indians that had stolen the 
cattle. Shen they arrived home a meeting was held »tho Indiens were 
warned and then let zo. 

I nust agatnréturn to the time I lived in Provo City, while living 
bnere a Gompany of militia was called to go to meet Johnson's Aarny (which 
was sent by the am. Government to Utah to xill the lornzon people and hang 
bn leaders of the Latter Duy Saints. But their intentions was very 
dissappointing for the Lord hed a Prophet to lesd His people. our ray 
Prophet Brigham Young. All cane out right without firing a ahot at then. 
Tue followers of theArmy &ið not get into 3elt Loko that rall, for tho 
Lord designed that they would not anter the City until later. (Therefore it 
baught them a lesson that they could not come into these mounteing end 
aill off? the Saints and thoir lesders. In she Spring orrangenents wos nade 
that thay could come in --and they pavsed through the settlements vith- 
out molesting them-—sahing their canv at Cedar Valley. It was Cams Phoyd 
at the time the army came in--tho army brought many thines the saints 
needed such as ploughs and wogons--they atuyod at Cedar Valley until they 
were called fron Utah. when the Army left Utan they used the now roné that 
had just been coupleted through Provo Canyon, it being the nearest road 
to their exit. 

People fron Salt Lake and sone north of Salt Lake began 
wOving to the south, to different settlexents in Uteh County fter 
peace was reatored the people of Salt Lake and the northern settlenents 
again went to their hones.{Every hone and all cattle and horses,ozen,etde 
were moved away so the urmy could not ravish then again). 
Before the Saints moved buck to their homes Pres. Brigham Young started 
guilding a road up Provo Canyon-e-and I have told you how the road was 
simpl eted. 
i I will now return to Provo Valley(Hebor) in the yenr 18G68--we hod 
another son John T. wo called him. In tha year 1964 our daughter zarah 
#86 born. in the year 1868 my wife died of consumption. 
PRT TEXHEARSE+M Drowe Valley wee Tirst sottled in the year 1859, quite a 
nupber of my relatives came to Provo Valley in this year. I also took UP wra. 
geome land and game into the valley the sana year, I started making fences -a 
and preparing to bring my mife and child > In the winter of 1859 
“ather Houlton my feth- - Law end I walked fran Provu City-~ 
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.. into the Provo Valley a distance of about 27 miles, it was a hard 

r'e walk and I walked with ologe on my foet. After visiting our friends 
apd the good people there we returned home again. When I first visited 
Seber there was not one house in the entire vulley--quit a difference 

f between the year 18659 and the year 1896. I nave lived inlieber since 1460. 
of Johathan ei eae Sharp. Anigrante fron Englands It was the 
8th of Maroh 18 
Was born Feb. 24, 1870. Mary ann Cummings. ity wife siariah had three 
gons and three daughters six in all. Our son Lorenzo died in the yeur 1881 
end in the year 1890 ny wife Mariah died. «y wife,uy step-iother und my 
Father died with only 2 weeks between each other's death. 

After ny wife Mariah died leaving five anull children--I looked around 
to see if I could find another companion. I found u wouan by the nawe of 
Hannah Roberts. I again married the young lady ghe was the daughter of 
John and Priscilia Roberts. She imigratedfro:. Envlend. she had a son 
born in the year 1891, und in the year 1894 dnuughter Celis was born. 

I have been a teacher in the church since I was ordained to the Priests) 
hood at Burlington, Iowa until Bishoo Ulege's death --about 40 yeers. 
Heber-Oct. 13, 1896 97-- while dehorning cettle u steer ran at me 
and knocked me down and broke my left arn juat below the shoulder. also 
I received severe injguries inwardly for which I have boen ill for a long 
time. It havpened about oO O'clock Tucsday aftor-noone april 24th 1897 
I fell down and hurt my arm ugain. 
I have lived in Provo Valley from the year 1690 until 1697 anc I must 
ssy that I never saw as good a sumer for rain and such a little frost 
as thig sumer. Since I have lived here I have raised fruit,pears, 
apples and plume also corn and 211 vegatables. 
1900-— Thursday afternoon Sept. 27th about 3 o'clook a very heavy 
olap of thunder. The storm was from the East, this was the only clap 
to be heard. Heavy hail--it lay å inch in the north fields and was like 
ioe. Thousands drown in Texas by a tidal wave. l 
This ig the first time I saw an engine and cars in Heber(Provo Valley) 
about 4$ miles south of Heber--first engine in the valley Sept. 19, 1899. 


Sept. 21,1899 the engine with the anars urrived in Heber. I saw then when 
they fireat arrived. Now the prophesy 13 fullfilled that Bro. Prott made. 

The first excursion fran Provo to Hebor on the railroad. It arrived 
at Heber about 3 o'clock peme went back at lo pois. Sent. 29,1899. 

March 3rd,1899 I, Frederick Giles, gaw an apple tree in blossom 
on the 3rd day of Mer. 20 winutes to one o'slock in the worning. ‘The 
anple tree being my own, in my own yard. I am 64 years old to-day. ‘The 
name of the apple tree is the Bissark. iow is that,for the ground wes 
covered with two feet of snow? Tritten by my own hand
